It is remark- 
ed that itis only in the third sec- 
tion of this Act that-thesubjett of mar- 
riage is alluded to, or in any manner ap- 
roaehed in the publisbed statutes of the 
etritorf—sate where the Legislature 
rovides for divorces, which Act simply 
mplies that the parties secking a divorce 
may have been married somewhere. 
Seotion 21, Title 2, of an act in rela- 
tiow to crimes and punishments, contains 
a proviso thatin case a man es a 
woman he has seduced, before judgment 
upon an iadictment is rendered, it will 
constitute a ber against any further pro- 
ceeding for the offense. Other than is 
already stated, there is: no law regulat- 
ing marriage upon the statute book. 
Congress expressly provides in the 
Act anouling. this Territorial law that 
nothing therein shall be construed as ap. 
plying to religious belief — butt thateve y 
one shall be peratitted “to worship God 
aceording to the dictates of conscience.” 
The Act alse provides that no Church in 
Territory shall be allowed to ac- 
-qiure real estate to an amount exceeding 
fifty thousand dollars. 
or a period of eleven years Congress 
by ita silence permitted this law to stand 
before the country as approved by the 
Govertiment. The people of Utah were 
thus led to regard it as right and as one 
of their rights—henee when Congress 
did interfere bow easy was the task of 
Chareh leaders to tmpreses upon the 
minds of their followers the idea that 
their right wae infringed upon by the 
| Goveroment, and greater force could be 
given to the arguments by reading that 
paragraph io the Organic Act which re- 
uired all laws passed by the Territorial 
Legislatvire and approved by the Gov- 
ernor, to be forwarded immeédin‘e’y to 
Washimgton for approval or rejection by 
| Congress, and that for a period of seven 
years after the Territorial Legislature 
had re-aflirmed this Act of the Provis- 
ional government—io fact for a period 
of nearly eleven years, for the first_reso- 
lution of the Territorial Assembiy bear- 
ing date October 4th, 1851, lezatizes the 
Act of the lrorvisional government— 
Congress bad convened year after year 
with a knowledge of this law and gave 
ho attemtion Asaresalttbe Church 
became imuensely rich. and bas, appar- 
ently.a greater influence with the peo. 
ple than all the laws Congress can enact 

It may appear to those not residents of 
the Territory, a waste of ink and paper 
to discuss the merits of a Territorial law 
wineh Congress has declared null and 
void. In any other Territory such would 
readily be the case, fur the people would 
abandon a law which the Government 
declared null and void; but in Utah a 
different spirit of loyalty exists. The 
Church leaders operate as heretofore, 
under the provisions of the amended act, 
and leading men, from Brigham down to 
the most Shace re Bishop, laugh to scorn 
the action of Congress, and teach to the 
people from the Bowery and Tabernacle 
stands the same sentiment. 

The first section of this Act refers to 
the incorporation of the Church—the 
name by which it shall be known, and 
conlers upea it the right to establi:h 
order and regulate worship and hold and

_ The third section claims, among oiber 
fights, that of “ soletinizing 
compatable with the revelations of Jesus 
Christ.” It is necessary to understand 
what the Church considers tie revéta- 
tions of Jesus Christ and how these rev-' 
elations are obtained, in order to thder- 
rtand the full force of this paragrapb. 
Briefly then, the Church claims to bave 
received {rom God, through the Presi- 
dency, arevelation concerning “celestial 
marriage.” Brigfttam claims that this 
revelation came Sarith, the first 
Prophet, and be (Brigham). published it 
to the world in 1852—nine years after 
Smith claims to have received it. This 
revelation concerning celestial marriage 
is, in plain words, docament aathori- 
zing polygamy. and permitting a man 
to keep as many women as he chooses to | 
support. The Mormons accept the state- 
meut made that Brigham received the 
revelation from Joseph, and that the lat- 
ter received it direct from God — hence 
it is regarded as the revelation of Christ, 
and the eivil law uoder discnasion, rec- 
ognizes the right of the Church to sol- 
emnize marriage in accordance there- 
with —or, in other words, the Territorial 


gress, recognized. legalized and promer 
ed the institution of polygamy. The see- 
tion further declares that “this principle 
supports virtue (?) and increases morali- 
ty (7) and is not incompitable with. or 
repugnant to, the Constitution of the 
United States, and is founded in the rev- 
elations of the Lord.”

Notwithstanding the disapproval of

rod. Brigham and all his leading fol- 
lowers spit upon the action of Congress 
und openly defy the Government by 
taking women into their bonseholds 
whenever they so choose and marrying 
them under the provisions of this Act. 
So open was their contempt for the Na- 
tional law. that Governor Harding said, 
in bis Message of 1862-3, «1 am aware 
that there is a prevailing opinion here 
that said Act (of Congress) is nmconsti- 
tutional, and therefore it is reconfmend- 
ed by these bigtrin autbority, that no 
regard whatever sbould be paid to the 
same ; and still more to be regrettedail 
Iam rightly informed, in some instances 
it has been recommended that it be open- 
ly distegarded and defied, merely to'de- 
fy the same.”’ 


In the epring of 1863 Brigham was 
arrested by the United States Marshal. 
on a warrant charging him with a vio'a- 
tion of the anti-polygamy Act of Con- 
gress. He gave $2.000 bonds for his 
appearance before the United States 
Court. The Grand Jury when convened 
had the case, together with the law upon 
the subject. laid belore it by the Court, 
but utterly failed to take’ any notice of
